N E W YORK, Oct. 26.—The new Amer- 
ican line steamer, St. Paul, Capt. Jami- 
son, dropped anchor in quaractine at 
3:44 this morning, having made her 
maiden voyage from Southampton to 
this port in the remarkably fast time of 
six days, seventeen hours and fifty one 
minutes. 
Had it not been for the fact 
the port engine was stopped on Octo- 
ber 23 for twenty-one hours, owing to 
a defective air-pump, the St. Paul 
would no doubt have broken all rccords 
from Southampton. 
This is all the 
more apparent from the fact that one 
day's run showed the splendid average 
speed of 21J knots for twenty-four, 
hours The St. Paul passed the Needles 
at 10:36 p. m. last Saturday, and arrived 
at Sandy Hook light ship at 2:27 this 
morning, covering a total distance of 
3,051 knots. 
Easterly winds with con- 
fused swell prevailed during the most 
of the passagei. 
The passengers were 
most enthusiastic over the steadiness 
and other qualities of the St. Paul. A 
noticeable fact was the almost entire 
absence of any vibration of the ship's 
engines. 
Very few of the saloon pas- 
sengers were even aware of the stoppage 
up of the port engine on the 23d in- 
stant, while repairs were being made to 
the damaged air pump.

FORT W O R T H . Tex, Oct. 26.—The cat- 
tle movement from the state, especially 
from the Pan-Handle 
country, has 
been quite large the past few weeks. 
From the latter country alone there 
have been shipped out 30.000 head of 
cattle, most of the stock going to the 
northern markets, St. Louis in particu- 
lar. The total shipment to be mad^ 
from the Amarilio country will not 
fall short of 100.000 head and will bring 
to the stock raisers 12,500000. 
It is 
claimed the Amarilio has become the 
largest original shipping point in the 
world. 
Ten car loads of beef cattle 
from Chihuahua, Mexico, will arrive 
here in the morning for sale on the 
Fort Worth market. 
This will make 
the first consignment of stock direct 
from Mexico to Fort Worth. 


BEATEN BY HER BROTHER-IN-LAW 
Mrs. Kleefcer, Seeking Ber Kidnaped 
Cblld, Beeelvea Fatal I^Jnrles. 


HICKSVILLB, Ohio, Oct. 26—When 
MIS. B. B. Kleckner visited W. J. 
Kleckner's store yesterday afternoon 
to secure her little daughter, kidnaped 
by her husband, her sister-in-law not 
only refused, but assaulted her. Mrs. 
W. J. Eleckner endeavored to foice 
her into the street. 


Being unable to accomplish this, W. 
J. Zleckner interfered and the woman 
was brutally forced from the room into 
the street, where she was thrown on 
the pavement, sustaining such injuries 
that she may die. 


Three weeks ago B. B. Kleckner, of 
Kansas City, a former 
resident of 
Hicksville, arrived in this city, accom- 
panied by his eight-year-old daughter. 
Last Tuesday his wife, accompanied by 
her brother, H. J. Ryner, put in an ap- 
pearance and have been stopping at the 
Swilley house. 
It became known that 
there was trouble existing between 
Kleckner and his wife and that a sep- 
aration had taken place. 
Mrs. Kleck- 
ner said that her husband had kid- 
naped the child, and that her object in 
coming here was to recover her off- 
spring. 


On the evening of her arrival she 
went to the home of W. J. Kleckner, 
where her husband and child were 
stopping, and demanded her child. 
Upon this occasion she was repulsed, 
and, after hot words, she gave up her 
intention for the time. The matter 
rested at that point, where it required 
but a slight jar to cause an explosion, 
and from the Swilley, across the way, 
Mrs. Kleckner and her brother kept 
close watch for a glimpse of the coveted 
daughter. 
They were 
disappointed 
and had made preparations to leave. 


The assault on his sister aroused Mr. 
Ryner, who was at the hoteL He 
hastened to the Kleckner store, where 
he found the door locked. 
Being 
thoroughly enraged, he kicked in the 
glass front of the building and began 
throwing out stuff that was in front as 
a display. It looked at one time as ii 
W. J. Kleckner would be mobbed. 
The child is still confined in Kleckner's 
home, and the angry citizens demand 
its surrender to the mqther. 
Threats 
are boldly made and every effort is 
being made by the authorities to pre- 
vent further violence.

luniANAPOUs, Ind., Oct. 26—Judge 
Baker, of the federal court, this morn- 
ing sentenced Francis A. CoflSn, the 
former president of the Indianapolis 
Cabinet company, found guilty of aid 
ing in the wrecking of the Indianapolis 
National bank, to eight years in the 
penitentiary. F. A. Coffin was found 
guilty on seven counts of the indict- 
ment against him, and on each count 
he was sentenced to eight years. The 
sentences were made concurrent, not 
cumulative, so that the expiration of 
one means the expiration of all. The 
prisoner was allowed to remain in tbe 
care of his council until this afternoon, 
when an application for a writ of super- 
sedeas will be made 
before Judge 
Woods. If the application is success ful 
it will allow the prisoner to remain out 
on bond until his case is passed ^lpon 
by the United States supreme couit.

Durrant's Mysterious Letter is 
Opened by Attorneys. 


In It Me States Tbat He Snw tbe Rev. 
J. Georee Gibson Bending Over 
Blanche's Corpse.

FRANCISCO, Oct. 26.—The Ex- 
aminer says that the contents of the 
mysterious letter which was to be 
opened in case Theodore Durrant is 
convicted are known. In this letter it 
is said Durrant Imakes the statement 
that he saw the last details of the mur- 
der,' and saw Rev. J. George Gibson 
and another man prominent in church 
affisirs, bending over the body of 
Blanche Lamont. 
The Examiner says 
that, although Durrant requested his 
lawyers not to open the letter until he 
was convicted, they have opened it, 
and so remarkable are the statements 
it contained, that even they did not 
believe them, and refrained from using 
them in Durrant's defense. 


TWO DEATHS. 
A Noted Composer and a Presbyterian 
Pastor. 


SAW FRANOMCO, Oct. 26.—Prof. Jos. F . 
Roseweld, noted as a conductor, in- 
structor and composer, died here yes- 
terday of heart disease. He was born 
in Baltimore and before settling in San 
Francisco in 1884, was prominent as a 
musician in the east. 
He was conduct- 
or for Gerstedt, Materna and other 
noted singers, and for three years was 
director of the Emma Abbott opera 
company. 


Rfcv. D. Hansen Irwin, pastor of S t 
John's Presbyterian church, died early 
this morning as the result of a surgical 
operation for appendicitis. 
Rev. Irwin 
was twenty-nine years old and a native 
of Ireland. He came here irom San 
Antonio, Tex, about two years ago. 
and soon became one of the best known 
and popular clergymen in San Fran- 
cisco. 


PUT WHEELS TO HtS HOUSE. 
Tben Bltebed on Fonr Horses and 
Started for Florida. 


MUNCIE, Ind., Oct. 25—A peculiar 
outfit bound from Michigan to Florida 
passed through Muncie yesterday. It 
was a well furnished cottage built upon 
a heavy log wagon and drawn by four 
horses. 
The owner is Charles W. Cor- 
less, a wealthy farmer, of Coldwater, 
Mich., and his destination is Wild- 
brook, Fla. 
His wife and two-year-old 
daughter accompany him. Mrs. Cor- 
less has been ill in bed for several days, 
but this didn't stop the journey. The 
structure contains a bed, Brussels car- 
pet, a dresser, wardrobe, cook stovo 
and utensils. Mr. Corless expects to 
cover the 1,400 miles by Christmas. If 
he likes Florida he will remain there, 
if not he will drive back. 


Murdered by Tbleves. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 26 —The Times-Herald 
today publishes a story in which a local 
private detective agency claims to have 
secured evidence that Olive Carleton 
was murdered in Detroit by an organ- 
ized gang of railway train thieves. Tbe 
theory advanced is that the dead 
woman's rich dress and evident refine- 
ment attracted the attention of mem- 
bers ot the gang and that as she went 
for a walk while awaiting her train, 
she was waylaid, killed and robbed, 
F.inbezxler in Jail.

BOILER EXPLOSION. 


Three Men Instantly 
Hurled 
into Eternity. 


Frl^btfnl Calamity In tbe Harbor in 
Cbicaso. Wbicb Results in I.oss 
of I.ife and liimb. 


CHICAGO, 
OJT. 26—The tug boat, 
Morford, of the Dunhum company, 
while towing the steamer lona, blew 
up her boiler shortly before 4 o'clock, 
this morning, in the river near Fif- 
teenth street. 
Two men were killed 
and three other seriously injured ,

THE IKJURED. 


Charles Dix, LaPorte, Ind , engineer 
on the Morford, body burned, removed 
to county hospital, will die. 


John Cullihan, captain of the Mor- 
ford, face and upper part of body 
burned, removed to county hospital, 
will recover. 


Daniel McRea, lineman, feet burned 
and ankle sprained; removed to county 
hospital, will recover. 


The explosion was without warning 
and the five men were blown in as 
many directions. The heavy boiler 
was lifted into the air and shot through 
the wall of elevator "F," which is locat- 
ed on the shore a short distance from 
the scene of the accident. 
The tug 0. 
B. Green, which was also towing the 
Ionia, was raked fore and aft, and it is 
considered little shorj^ of a miracle 
that only one of her crew were killed. 
Immediately after the explosion the 
tug sunk to the bottom of the river. 


At the time of the explosion Capt. 
Cullinan was in the pilot house. He 
was blown some distance away and was 
taken out of the water in an uncon- 
scious condition. The fire department 
was called out and the work of search- 
ing for the dead was immediately be- 
gun. 


The pilot house of the tug 0. B. 
Greene, which lay near the Morford, 
was smashed by the explosion and 
Capt. John Ferguson, who was asleep 
inside, was instantly killed. 


DIED IN rRELAND. 


Mrs. James B. Eustis Suddenly 
Stricken Down. 


Went to the Emerald Isle to Visit Her 
Nephew and Dies in His 
Home. 


PARTS, Oct. 26 —Mrs. 
James B. 
Eustis, wife of United States Ambassa- 
dor James B. Eustis, died suddenly 
this morning at Rotoath, Ireland, of 
heart tailure. She had been ill for 
only a few days. Mrs. Eustis, at the 
time of her death, was visitiog at the 
country residence of her nephew, Wil- 
liam Eustis. 
Mr. Eustis had just been 
notified of the illness of his wife and 
was at the embassy preparing to start 
for Ireland when he received the dis- 
patch announcing her death. 
This 
reached the embassy at noon today. 
Mr Eustis, who was suffering from a 
bad attack of bronchitis, 
sustained 
such a severe shock that his condition 
became worse. 
But if his physicians 
permit it he will proceed to Ireland. 
The funeral ceremony will probably 
take place at Rotoath and the body 
will be shipped from Queenstown to 
the United States.

LIKE A SPIDER WEB 


Electric Roads Want to Cover 
Northern Indiana. 


Sometblni^ Abont the Uontes~Proba 
bilities and Possibili%ies of tbe 
iVew Railway System. 


If all the electric railway lines now 
being talked of are built northern In- 
diana and northeastern Ohio will in 
very few years be covered with a regu- 
lar net work of tracks. 
It is safe to 
say that fully a dozen of these inter- 
urban lines are now in contemplation. 
Whether they will be built or not is 
another question that can be deter- 
mined by nothing but the flight of 
time which tells all things. 


Fort Wayne seems to be the princi- 
pal objective point of all these lines be- 
cause they nearly all come in this di- 
rection and all apparently are anxious 
to secure an entrance into the city. 
This in itself is a healthy sign for Fort 
Wayne. 
Every electric railroad that 
enters this city means the opening up 
of a new field for Fort Wayne to ex- 
tend her trade into. 


The first of these electric cross coun- 
try railways that asked for an entrance 
into this city was the Fort Wayne, 
Lake Everett and Columbia City Street 
Railway company, better known and 
more familiarly called the "Everett" 
road. This company proposes to build 
an electric railroad from Columbia City 
to Lake Everett, in Allen County, and 
then to Fort Wayne. 
It wants to get 
an entrance into the city by coming in 
through the northwest part and run- 
ning on several Bloomingdale streets 
that are not now supplied with street 
cars. Then it would cross the river at 
Van Buren street, come east on Pearl 
to Harrison and south on Harrison to 
the railroads. 
This line was originated 
by Mr. Charles E. Everett, of this city. 
Mr Everett owns Lake Everett, a 
pretty body of water which is being 
beautified and improved to"» make of it 
a summer resort principally for Fort 
Wayne people. 
The idea is to run ex- 
cursions from this city to the lake fre- 
quently during the summer and the 
low rate of fare proposed, twenty-five 
cents for the round trip, would insure 
a large patronage. 
A good business 
between Columbia 
City 
and Fort 
Wayne is also anticipated. 
Mr. Ever- 
ett has already secured franchises from 
Columbia City and through Allen and 
Whitley counties and is now awaiting 
the action of this city m the matter of 
granting a franchise. 


Hon;- P. A. Randall is also seeking 
an entrance into the city for the Fort 
Wayne and Hicksville Electric railway. 
This line will start at Bryan, 0., and 
run to this city, a distance of forty- 
eight miles. 
It will pass through the 
towns of Hicksville, Maysville, Goeg- 
lein, New Haven, and two or three lit- 
tle places 
between 
Hicksville and 
Bryan. 
Fort Wayne has always had a 
good trade in the country along that 
route, and it is certain that if the peo- 
ple over there'had facilities for reaching 
this city ¿.without taking a circuitous 
route the volume of business would be 
largely increased. At present by rail 
it is thirty-eight miles from Fort Wayne 
to Hicksville. 
By the electric line it 
would be twenty-six. 
The country 
through which the line would pass is 
rich in farming land, and a1s3 an ex- 
tensive timber country. 
A large per- 
cent of the "trade all along the road 
would be brought to this city. 
This 
line wants to come into the city via the 
Maumee road and East Washington 
street, and Mr. Randall has filed his 
petition for a city franchise. 


Mr. Randall has also in view another 
line to run from Fort Wayne to Chur- 
ubusco and Blue Lake. 
Churubusco is 
fourteen miles northwest of this city, 
but to come here by rail requires thirty- 
seven miles of travel on the Wabash 
and Grand Rapids and Indiana roads. 
The electric line would pass throueh a 
section of countrv tbat has no railroad 
facilities and the trade of that country 
would be brought here. 
At Churubus-' 
CO is Blue Lake, a pretty body of clear, 
spring water one mile wide and two 
miles long. By a small dam which 
will be put in as soon as the road is 
built, the lake will be made one mile 
wide and four miles long. 
Blue Lake 
is fifteen miles from Fort Wayne, while 
the nearest accessible lake of any size 
to furnish a watering place for Fort 
Wayne people at present is thirty five 
miles distant. Mr. Randall wants to 
get into the city with this road through 
the same section of Bloomingdale that 
is wanted also by Mr. Everett, but he 
has not yet applied for his franchise 
for this line. 


The Fort Wayne and ChurubuEco 
road will connect with an electric line 
that is now being built from South 
Bend through 
Miehawaka, Elkhart, 
Goshen, Ligonier, and Wolf Lake, thus 
giving Fort Wayne a direct route to all 
those places and opening up new fields 
for trade that present great possibili- 
ties. 


There is also another line projected 
to come into Fort Wayne from Ohio, 
passing also through New Haven. This 
will run in the direction of Columbus 


Another road that is being talked of 
is one that will start from Orland, a 
little town in the west part of Steuben 
county, and then run through Angola, 
Pleasant L^ke, Waterloo, Auburn and 
some small places, coming into the city 
from the north. The object of this 
road would be to tap a section of coun- 
try lying between the Lake Shore and 
Grand Rapids and Indiana railroads. 


An electric road is also to be built 
from 
Huntington 
north 
through 
GoblesviUt>, South Whiiley, Columbia 
City, Ligonier and to the cluster of 
little lakes that lie in the neighborhood 
of the latter place. At Columbia City 


it will connect with the Everett road 
for Fort Wayne. 
Franchises 
have 
already been granted for nearly the en- 
tire length of this road. It is backed 
by the Ruch Brothers, of Ligonier, who 
are men with money. 


From Huntington it is proponed to 
extend the line south through Warren, 
Marion and other intermediate points 
to Indianapolis, giving the capital city 
a direct line to northeastern Indiana. 


These roads will not charge as high 
rates of fare as the steam railroads. 
Their fare will average, according to 
present figures and estimates, about 
one cent per mile 
This will undoubt'- 
edly obtain for them a big patronage, 
but the passenger business alone will 
not be the only feature that will be 
looked after. 
It is fully expected that 
the freight traffic will also be extensive. 
New stations and freight and passenger 
depots will be erected along the routes 
and both departments will be given at- 
tention. 


Electricity is the propelling power of 
the future. 
Steam will be out of date. 
Who knows but that the spider web o! 
electric railways that propose to cover 
northern Indiana may be the starting 
point for the change from steam to elec- 
tricity for railway locomotion ? 


THE NEW BOARD. 


Mr. McClelland and Dr. Bead 
Are Sworn In. 


They Take Their Places as the New 
Members of the Board of 
Pnblic Works. 


William H. McClelland and Dr. H. 
A. Rfad, the new members of the 
board of public works, were sTvorn in 
this morning. 


Mayor Oakley did not announce, the 
appointments until about 5 o'clock last 
evening, and they were given in the 
later edition of T H E SENTINEL. 


This morning the two gentlemen ap- 
peared at the city building and at 
about 9:30 they entered Mayor Oakley's 
ofBce, where the oath of office was ad- 
ministered to them by the mayor. 


Immediately thereafter a short ses- 
sion of the reorganized board was held. 
Mr. McClelland occupied the seat 
vacated by Mr. Griffith, while Dr. 
Read was in Mr. Hattersley's old 
place. 


On motion of Dr. Bead Mr. Devilbiiss 
wáb elected chairman of the board. 


'i'he clerk read a communication 
that had been received from the Fort 
Wayne 
Electric Railway 
company. 
The company asked for a conference 
with the board on the subject of mak- 
ing such arrangements as would allow 
all suburban railroads to enter the city 
over its (the old company's) lines "on 
terms that will be fair and just to all," 
as the letter expressed it. 


The clerk was instructed to send a 
reply and the board set Monday after- 
noon at 3 :30 as a time for the confer- 
ence. 


It was also decided to set November 
8 as the time for hearing objections to 
the acceptance of the assessment rolls 
for the South Hanna street pavement

The Courier of That Place Comes to 
Their Reseñe. 
Under the head of "A Falsehood" 
the Auburn Daily Courier, of yester- 
day, has the following:

Discusses Street Railroad 
Franchises. 


Slionld Tliere be Competition in 
Fort Wayne ? 


Replies to Attacks and Hakes a Plea 


for the Company Which He 
Represents. 


To the Pni)lio : 


The street railway franchise matter 
has got to be very interesting. 
Every 
citizen of Fort Wayne has an interest 
in it, and what is best for the city is 
what should be done. Is it better that 
the present street railway company 
should have the exclusive right forever 
to transact street railway business in 
this city or is it better that there 
should be in this business, as well as in 
every other in Fort Wayne, some com- 
petition? After reading some of the 
Fort Wayne papers,*it would seem that 
if the city grants a franchise whereby 
it becomes the beneficiary by receiving 
a part of the gross receipts, and where- 
by reduced street railway farea result, 
it is being looted and fleeced; but if a 
franchise is granted where no compen- 
sation is given to the city, and where 
there are no reduced rates, the city is 
being benefitted. 
Our proposition was 
made to the board of public works and a 
contract with the city of Fort Wayne, 
through its board of public works, has 
been made by the company I represent, 
and the same has been published so 
that all who care to know the truth 
can do so, by taking the time to read 
the contract in the council proceedings 
of last Tuesday. 
All the arguments in 
a certain newspaper against our fran- 
chise are for the purpose of throwing 
dust in. the eyes of the people, so that 
they will not criticise the present com- 
pany and its franchise. So there can 
be no misunderstanding, and so that 
the people may obtain all the facts in 
thé case; that they may arrive at a fair, 
square conclusion as to what u to the 
best interests ot this city, I now chal- 
lenge the Citizens' Street Railway com- 
pany, of Fort Wayne, to make a propo- 
sition and submit it to the people side 
by side With ours. If the best interests 
of the city will result from their con- 
tract, then surely ours should not be 
considered for a minute. 
On the other 
baud, if our proposition is the beat for 
the city, then theirs should not be con- 
sidered. 


If the city of Fort Wayne grants to 
one company the exclusive right to 
transact street car business within the 
city, and the exclusive right to control 
all of the inter-urban traffic that may 
come to the city, then you may rely on 
one thing, and that is, that higher rates 
of fare will be paid in the city of Fort 
Wayne than in any other city of the 
same size in the United States, for a 
like service. The very fact that the 
Street Railway «company 
could not 
handle the crowds during centennial 
week demonstrates that to grant it 
more privileges would be dangerous. 
Had there been two companies com- 
peting for the business in Fort Wayne, 
the crowds would have been properly 
handled, as competition would have 
compelled each line to furnish the best 
possible facilities for transportation. 
The board of public works and ourselves 
did not differ as to the restrictions in 
our franchise, and to the compf^nsation 
to be given to the city, and as to 
low fares, excepting that both Mr. 
Griffith and Mr. Hattersley said that 
we were ofiering too much, and both of 
them suggested that the matter of low 
fares be left out of the franchise en- 
tirely. 
This we declined to do, saying 
we had made the proposition and it 
was no more liberal than in other cities, 
and that we were satisfied to accept the 
franchise with all of these conditions. 
The same was true as to the gross re- 
caipts. 
They thought the amount paid 
to the city was too much; we did not 
think so, and do not now think so. If 
the board of public works believed that 
we were too liberal in our offer to the 
city, then how can it be true, as the 
Journal says, that we were trying to 
prevent conditions favorable to thecifcy 
from going into the contract? At no 
time did I ever suggest, or intimate to 
the board of public works that they 
had to sign our contract. At no time 
did I suggest, or intimate to the board 
of 
public 
works 
that 
if the 
contract was not signed certain mem- 
bers of the board would be removed. 
The day the contract was signed, and 
a'ter it had been signed, Mr. Hatters- 
sley said to me, "Mr. Everett, through- 
out all this transaction you have been 
a gentlemen. 
Never has a man ap- 
peared before the board of public 
works who was more courteous or gen- 
tlemanly than yourself." 
Mr. Hatter- 
sley also said, ' I know you are per- 
fectly honest and sincere in all of your 
undertakings in connection with this 
matter, and that you have been abso- 
lutely fair in every particular." 
This 
is what Mr. Hattersley said to me after 
it was all over, and Mr. Hattersley v/ill 
not deny it. 
In fact, I believe ii will 
afford him pleasure to eay this Fame 
thing to others, and no doubt he has. 
It will be useless for any person or any 
paper to impugn my motive or to at- 
tack my honor in this case, or to say 
that I have a desire to secure some ad- 
vantage over the city, until they are 
first able to show that any other com- 
pany will make a proposition as fair, or 
fairer than I have. 
I defy them to

Woman Snffraffe in Two States. 


The question of woman suffrage will 
come before the voters of two great 
states at the elections next month. The 
New York legislature, at its session last 
spring, passed a joint resolution favor- 
ing a constitutional amendment ex 
tending equal suffrage rights to women, 
This resolution will go before the legis- 
lature to be chosen next month. It 
passed again, it will then be submitted 
to thé legàl voters of the state for ap- 
proval or rejection. So the composi lien 
of the next legislature is a matter of 
vital interest to the advocates of wo- 
man suffrage in that big state. 
They 
are working zealously to influence the 
selection of .candidates favorable lo 
their views on this subject. 


In Massachusetts the question will 
conne before the people in a differect 
way. An act passed by the legislatuie 
at its. receiit session says that ' all per- 
sons qualiffied to vote for members i f 
school committees shall, at the nes t 
state election, have an opportunity to 
express their opinion by voting yes cr 
no on the question of woman suffrage 
in municipal affairs." 
As women have 
the right to vote for school oflicers in 
Mssiachusetts, they will have the op 
portunity to say whether they consider 
it "expedient" that the ballot shall be 
put in their hands. 
The ballots of the 
women will be kept separate from those 
cast by the men, and the much dis- 
cussed question will be solved as to 
what proportion of the women in Mas- 
sachusetts desire suffrage rights. 


Of the two elections that in Massa 
chuseits will attract the more atten- 
tion. In New York party questions 
will necessarily obscure the woman 
suffrage issue. 
The next United States 
senatorship, the excise laws and general 
paHy supremacy will be the leading 
subjects in the minds of the votera 
when l&ey go to the polls, and the 
standing of candidates on woman suf- 
frage will be a secondary consideration. 
The result will consrqaently reflect the 
opiniop of voters on equal suffrage in 
on>ly an indifferent manner. But in 
Massachusetts the voters will pass di 
rectly on the question. And not only 
will male voters express an opinion, 
but female voters will express an opin- 
ion also, and if an adverse majority is 
given it will be impossible to say, when 
the election is over, that the verdict 
has no force because those most keenly 
interested in the subject were debarred 
from taking part. 


The extraordinary periormance of thè 
great electric locomotive in the Balti- 
more tunnel may be taken as earnest of 
what electricity is going to do for trans- 
portation in the future. The train which 
the great engine pulled through the 
tunnel at the time of its premium feat 
was over a third of a mile long and 
weighed nearly 1,900 tons. The achieve- 
ment was heightened by the fact that 
during this pull it was necessary on 
account of a defective coupling pin 
to stop midway of the passage. When 
the defect was remedied, the engine 
started ofE again with its 1,900 ton load 
as gently and surely as a fly creeping up 
a window pane, without a hitch or a 
quiver. 


From the penalty imposed on a wom- 
an editor in Vienna, it seems to be con- 
Bidered immoral to preach marriage 
for love in Austria. 
Mme. Dvorzak, a 
socialist writer, had said in her paper 
that matches made from motives cf gain 
or social advancement were wrong. The 
only proper marriages, she contended, 
were those dictated by love and inclina- 
tion. 
Whereupon Mme. Dvorzak was 
hauled before the courts and sent to 
prieon two weeks for attacking the in- 
stitutions of marriage and the family. 
Queer world this is, especially in Aus- 
tria.

"James Lillie returned from Fort 
Wayne yesterday afternoon, after 
pleasant weeks' visit m that wide awake 
Indiana city. 


"The genial contractor went to his 
former home to attend the centennial 
celebration of the settlement of Foit 
Wayne, 
The town grew from one of 
the earliest outpo&tj of the govern 
ment, the old fort being named after 
•Mad Anthony Wayne,'and established 
100 years ago. 


" 'I was a orpet bagger to some of 
the old settlers present at the celebra- 
tion, though,' remarked Mr. Lillie. 
came to Fort Wayne in 1850. jJy wife 
was born there, and I lived there 
twenty-five years before I removed to 
Kankakee.' 


Mr. Lillie then spoke in detail of the 
celebration and its success: 


' Strapped to Mr. Lillie's huge port- 
manteau was a wooden fire axe with an 
immense blade, a relic that Mr. Lillie 
values highly. He was a member of 
the original volunteer fire department 
of Fort Wayne and being one of the 
two tallest men in the company used 
to march at the head of the procession 
upon all public occ-tsions carrying that 
wooden axe. 


" 'The outfit of the old fire company,' 
said Mr. Lillie in answer to a question 
of how he came to obtain possession of 
the axe, 'was given to an orphan asy- 
lum.

SENATOR GEORGE F. HOAR. 


Thomas R. Slicer, Howard N. Hosmer, 
Robert Collyer, D. D., Mary A. Safford, 
Ida C. Hultin and Anna Garlin Spencer, 
all of whom will take part in the exer- 
cises. 


The Rev. Brooke Herford, D. D., of 
London, will also be present and take 
part as the representative of the British 
and Foreign Unitarian association, and 
among those not belonging to the minis- 
try Professor John Fiske, Dr. C. C. 
Everett,, Professor F. G. Peabody and 
President G. Stanley Hall will take part. 


The foundation principles upon which 
Unitarianism now stands are well set 
out in the following declaration from 
the new preamble to the constitution 
adopted at the last national conference, 
held at Saratoga; "The national confer- 
ence of Unitarian and other Christian 
churches accepts the religion of Jesus, 
holding, in accordance with his teach- 
ings, that practical religion is summed 
up in love to God and love to man." 


This declaration is believed by Uni- 
tarians to be one which would have se- 
cured the approval of the lamented Lin- 
coln, since he said, as quoted by F. B. 
Carpenter in his "Six Months In the 
White House," "When any church will 
inscribe over its altar as its sole qualifi- 
cation for membership the Saviour's con- 
densed statement of both law and gos- 
pel, 'Thou Shalt love the Lord thy God 
with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, 
and with all thy mind, and thy neighbor 
as thyself,' that church will I join with 
all my heart and soul." 


Four presidents of the United States 
have been members of the Unitarian 
church—both the Adamses, 
Thomas 
Jefferson and Millard Fillmore. 
Many 
United States senators, judges and lit- 
erary men have also been of its mem- 
bership. Holmes, Lowell, Bryant and 
Curtis were shining Unitarians. 


It was 150 years ago that Unitarianism 
began in New England, during the re- 
vival conducted by Jonathan Edwards 
and George Whitefield and known as the 
"great awakening." Those who did 
not agree with the doctrines and meth- 
ods of these preachers drew away from 
the Congregational church, and 75 years 
later formally separated themselves from 
the orthodox Congregationalists and 
openly avowed themselves Unitarian 
Congregationalists. 
During the three- 
quaiters of a century that had been lead- 
ing np to this step the liberals in each 
parish had failed to join the churches, 
and in some cases formed a majority of 
the whole, the orthodox being church 
members of course*. The question of the 
ownership of the church property then 
got into tho courts, aufi it was finally 
decided by the suprerhe court of Massa- 
cliusetts that the property belonged to 
the parish. In each case where a division 
was made the property went with the 
church when the church was in the ma- 
jority and went with the parish with- 
out the church when the church w.!is in 
the minority. 


Surviving from the time when ortho- 
dox and Unitarian Congregationalists 
belonged to the same body, there is still 
in Massachusetts the Congregational 
convention, which holds and administers 
funds impartially for the benefit of both 
orthodox and Unitarian Congregation- 
alist ministers. At the present time the 
tv.'o parties are so near in agreement 
that it would be impossible to create a 
division upon the old issues. 
What is 
called liberal orthodoxy is almost the 
same as the Unitarianism of Boston in 
] 825. In other words, "new orthodoxy'' 
is "old Unitarianism." 


In many cases the original first Con- 
gregational churches of New England 
are now Unitarian. 
This is, true of the 
first parish of Plymouth, Mass., founded 
at Scrooby, England, 1G06; the first 
church of Salem,Mass.,founded ten year^ 
later ; the first church of Boston, founded 
1G30; fir.st religious society of Roxbury, 
Mass., founded in 1631, and a dozen 
others. 


Since the days of Theodore Parker 
tho number of Unitarian churches has 
doubkd. 
But Unitarians do not con- 
sidei- immbers tlio solo i)roof of success. 
They feel gratified by the fact that from 
Jo]i!i Adams to iSenator Hoar they have 
included in their membership a line of 
distinguished statesmen at Washington.

They don't—here, at any rate— 
even allow their women to enter the 
theater, dreary as it is. 


On Monday they started a heavy 
tragedy which runs the entire week, 
with performances afternoon and even- 
ing.

the millionaire congressman at large of 
Nevada, is seriously thinking of becom- 
ing a purchaser. 
This dukedom parries 
with it a large estate in middle Italy,near 
the holdings of the Duke of Tuscany, 
and the present duke has become so 
weary of wearing his coronet that he is 
perfectly willing to exchange it for a 
plain American straw hat providing said 
hat has a cool million of dollars tucked 
away inside the band. The dukedom is 
offered for sale on the bargain counter 
of Andrew Sbarbaroand General W. H. 
L. Barnes of San Francisco, and it is 
said that Newlands is going to Italy to 
look the goods over before he makes his 
decision.

He then be- 
gan the practice of his profession in 'fean 
Francisco and was soon one of the 
prominent legal luminaries of the city. 


In 1886 he became a trustee of the es- 
tate of William Sharon, formerly United 
States senator from Nevada, and two 
years later removed to Nevada, where 
he actively engaged in the silver agita- 
tion and was for years vice chairman of 
the national silver committee. In 1893 
he was ele<5ted to congress by the silver 
party. He is closely aflliated with Sen- 
ator Stewart of Nevada in business as 
well as politics and owns a great deal 
of railroad and mining stock and real 
estate.

About this 
time she founded La Nouvelle Revue, 
which was designed to be the republican 
rival of the old Revue des Deux Mondes, 
and which she has since made such a 
notable publication. 


Despite the fact that she is 57 years 
of age and a grandmother, Mme. Adam 
is still a handsome woman, with a fresh 
complexion, gray hair, shrewd gray blue 
eyes and a stately figure. She dresses 
with elegance and taste, and her favor- 
ite color is black. In these quiet times 
in France she is as devoted to literature, 
art and society as she was to political 
plots and counterplots in the days of 
Gambetta and MacMahon. Her salon is 
lituated in the same building as La 
Nouvelle Revue oflflce, but has a differ- 
ent entrance.

The Famous Novelist*« Career, Her Divorce 
and Her Numerous £ccentricltles. 


The recent divorce secured by Amelie 
Rives Chanler from her husband, Jolm 
Armstrong Chanler, upon the ground of 
incompatibility of temper, was quite a 
surprise to the literary world, but had 
long been anticipated in fashionable 
New York and Virginia society. Friends 
and relatives of the couple were aware 
that they had not lived together for two 
years and surmised that it would be 
only a matter of a short time before the 
intensely practical lawyer and the ro- 
mantic, imaginative, impractical and 
somewhat affected novelist would agree 
to disagree according to law. Her love 
of startling effects was one reason, it is 
said, that led to the es^angement. In 
Paris she always insist'tSd upon being 
attended by a very large, very fat and 
very black negress. 


Her everyday life,-it is averred by 
her society friends, was fully as star- 
tling and sensational as her books, the 
best known of which is "The Quick or 
the Dead?" a novel said to have .been 
founded upon the courtship of the au- 
thor and young John Chanler. There

nothing ordinary. She was always the 
eccentric young genius, fascinating to

In her earliest teens she was thor- 
onghly conversant with the world's best 
literature and was writing sonnets, 
short stories and poetic tragedies at the 
age of 15.

3ier prose and poetry, and then she mar- 
ried Jack Chanler, one of the rich great- 
grandchildren of the original 
John 
Jacob Astor and hero of "The Quick or 
the Dead?" He was arising young law- 
yer of energy and force of character, 
noted as a society man and club fre- 
quenter and enjoying an income of 
about $30,000 a year. 


Pleased by the furore she had caused, 
but somewhat shocked and hurt by the 
criticisms that branded her as an erotic 
writer,' the young novelist removed to 
Paris and for a time devoted herself to ; 
art and sculpture. An attack of the grip 
made her an invalid for a time, and she 
has never fully recovered her eai'lier i 
health and beauty. She did very credit- 
able work in art, and several of her 
paintings and sculptures were exhibited 
abroad. Her last novel, "Tanis, the 
Sang Digger, " was published by Town 
Topics, New York, a somewhat sur- 
prising fact when it is remembered that 
a few years ago the leading magazines 
of the country were outbidding one an- 
other for her work. She is now at her 
old home, Castle Hill, as happy with 
her thoroughbreds, her dogs and her 
faithful negro servants as a young wom- 
an of genius can well be to whom mar- 
riage has proved a failure.

Stearns. 


1. "And tlio child Famuel rniiii.stered 
unto the Lord." Wo have sot, forth in this 
book the blessings of subinission and obc- 
ilienco and the opposite. Ilimnah, iu the 
bitterness of her soul, looked unto the 
Lord, and He heard her and gave her this 
child. Therefore she called his name Sam- 
uel, which means "asked of God" (chap- 
ter i, 20, margin). When she had weaned 
him, she returned hiiu to the Lord (chapter 
I, 28j margin). 
Then she praised God in 
the beautiful words of chapter ii, 1-10. In 
this song we huv.e -the first use of the Word 
"Messiah," translated "His anointed" 
(vei-so 10; seo also verse 35). Wo have 
nlso in chapter i, 3, 11, the title "Lord of 
hosts" for tlio first time. Botli of these 
titles suggest many things concerning the 
kingdom, and in this book, sometimes 
called "the first book of Kings," wo have 
the story of the first two kings, one a man 
after tho licople's heart, the other a man 
after tho Lord's heart. 


3, 3. "Ero tho lamp of God went out in 
the temple of the Lord, where the ark of 
God was." Eli was now old and was not 
walking before God in tho matter of his 
sons, and very early in the morning the 
Lord came to talk with this child, Samuel, 
of whom it is written that he ministered 
unto the Lord, grew before the Lord, the 
Lord was With him and revealed Himself 
to Samuel in Shiloh by the word of tho 
Lord (chapters ii, 11, 18, 21, 26; iii, 19, 21). 
See how oven a child may minister unto 
the Lord and have a place in the Lord's 
house and receive messages from the Lord 
vvhile older ones are passed by. Many 
things are still hidden from the wiso and 
prudent and revealed unto babes (Math, 
si, 25). The thing that greatly pleases 
God is to live "before Him" and "unto 
Him," seeking in all things "His glory." 


4. "The Lord called Samuel, and he an- 
swered, Here am 1." It is evident from 
verse 10 that He called him by name. This 
makes us think of that beautiful verse ifa 
Isa. xliii, 1: "Pear not, fori have redeemed

Ho\t 
beautiful to be ready for His every call, an 
ear always open to Him ! ' 


5. "And ho ran unto Eli and said, Here 
am I, for thou calledst me." But Eli did 
not recognize that, it was the Lord calling 
him and so told him to lie down again. 
Eli had not the ear for God which he should 
have h|id, and God saw it, and that He 
could communicate with him only through 
Samuel. It was a rare thing to got a word 
from the Lord in those days, and visions 
such as those granted to Abram and Jacob, 
Moses and Joshua were .unknown. 
See 
verse 1, K. V., margin. 


6. " And tho Lord called yet again, Sam- 
uel." 'Behold'the patienòo of the Lord, 
Samuérs readiness and Eli's continued 
dullness. How dijeSciilt it often is for the 
Lord tojgetour èair and make known to us 
His will] What a contrast to "watching 
to see what He will say unto us," or 
"watching daily at His gates" (Hab. ii, 1; 
Proy. viii, 3^). 


7. "Now, Samuel did not yet know thè 
Lord ; neither was the word of the Lor^ yet 
revealed unto him." He must have known 
the^Lord through Moses and Joshua, but 
not yet by direct communication. Known 
meivns to perceivé. Understand, acknowl- 
edge, so théi-e may easily bo many degrees" 
in knowledge; When Paul said, "That I 
may know Him" (Phil, iii, 10), he certain- 
ly knew Him as Saviour and Lord, His 
wisdom and His righteousness, but he 
longed to know Him better. 


8. " And the Lord called Samuel again 
the third time. And Eli perceived that the 
Lord had called the child." 
Tl^e.third 
time did Samuel rise and promptly go to 
Eli, believine: that he called him. What 
unwearied obedience! What a blessed son I 
When he would tell his mother of his ex- 
perience and how ho had acted, how glad 
she would bë! I think this Is the only in- 
stance of God speaking directly to a little 
boy, but all, young and old, may hear His 
voice in His written word (John vi, 63). 


9. "If He call thee, say. Speak, Lord, 
for Thy servant heareth. ' ' Eli is by this 
time wide awako and also wide awake to 
the fact that^ the Lord has something to 
say, but not directly to him. It is proba- 
ble that ho remained awake till he heard 
the tidings, and then he would be moro 
awake than ever. "Awake, thou 'that 
sleepest," is a good word for many of us. 
It would bo wise also to say, "Speak, 
Lord, for Thy servant hooreth, " whenever 
We open our Bibles, and it would also be 
appropriate to add the prayer in Ps. cxix, 
là. 


10. "And the Lord came and stood and 
called as at other times, Samuel, Samuel!" 
This is the fourth time tliat He came and 
called, suggesting tho question, How often 
has He called Us? And have wo as yet sub- 
missively said, "Sjpeak, tor Thy servant, 
heareth?" The attitude of a servant is' 
well described in these words: "Beady to 
do whatsoever my lord, the king, shall 
appoint." "For any manner of service, 
wholly at thy commandment" (II Sam. 
XV, 15; I Chron. xxyiii, 21). 


1114. "And the Lord said to Samuel, 
Behold, I will do a thing in Israel at which 
both the ears of every one that heareth it 
shall tingle." And then follows tho thing 
that He wiU do—a judgment upon the 
house of Eli, as told to Eli by a man of 
God some time before and fully recorded 
in chapter ii, 27-36. Mercy always pre- 
cedes judgment, for God is slow to anger 
and plenteous in mcrcy. He had given Eli 
fair warning, but Eli iiad honored his sons 
above God (ii, 29). The law was very se- 
vere, but very plain concerning rebellious 
eons (Dent, xsi, 18-21), and the ruler who 
refused to see the law carried out because 
the transgressors happened to be liis sons 
certainly thought more of his sons than of 
God. Only those can truly èerve the JLiord 
who servo Him in sincerity and in truth 
(Joshua xxiv, 14), or, as oui Lord Jesuj 
said, "He that loveth father or mother, 
son or daughter, more than Me is not 
worthy of Mc" (Math, r, 37). In tlie 
morning Eli called Samuel and bogged 
him to hidb nothing from him that the 
Lord had .said, so Sanmel told him every 
tvhit and hid nothing. Eli certainly an- 
fwered in tho right spirit, for he said, "It 
Is the Lord;.let Him do what seemeth Him 
good" (verse 18). He makes us think of 
Job, who under his great affliction said: 
"The Lord gave and the Lord hath taken 
away. Blessed bo tho name of the Lord." 
It may be that the faithfulness of Samuel 
in this hard matter to Eli was a step on 
tho way to his being established as a 
prophet (verso 20). Seo in chapter iv, 17, 
18, the judgment fallen.

whacked and cruelly

and

traveler on a towpath, 
or tied 
to 
iln eternal post, in an eternal W'inteiS 
smitten with eternal epizootics! 
Oh, 
is it not a shame that the brute crea- 
tion, \v]iich«iiad the first possession of 
our world, should be so maltreated by 
the race tliat came in last—the fowl 
and the fish created on the fifth day, 
the hor.se nnd the cattle created on the 
morning- of the .sixth daj', and the hu- 
man race not created until the even- 
ing of the sixth day? 
It ought to be 
that if any man overdrives a horse, 
or feeds hiiu 
when 
he is hot, 
or 
recklessly 
drives 
a 
nail 
into 
the 
quick of liis hoof, or rowels him to see 
him prance, or so shoes him that his 
fetlocks drop blood, or puts a collar on 


raw neck, or unnecessary clutches 
his tongue with a twisted bit, or cuts 
off ]iis hair until he has no defense 
against the cold, or unmercifully ab- 
breviates the natural defense against 
insectile annoyance—that such a man 
as that himself oug^ht to be made to 
pull and let his horse ride! 


But not only do our humanity and 
our Christian principle and the dic- 
tates of lîod demand that we kindly 
treat the brute creation, and especial- 
ly the horse, but I go further and say 
that wliatever can be done for the de- 
velopment of his 
fleetness, 
and 
liis 
strength, and his majesty, ought to be 
done. 
We need to study his anatomy 
and 
his adaptations. 
I 
am 
glad 
that 
large books 
have been 
writ- 
ten 
tp 
show 
how 
he 
can 
be 
best managed, and how his ailments 
can be cured, and what his usefulness 
isi, and what his capabilities are. 
It 
would be a shame if in this age of the 
world, when the florist has turned the 
thin flower of the wood into a gorgeous 
rose, and the pomologist has changed 
the acrid aiid gnarled fruit of the an- 
cients into thé very poetry of pear, and 
peach, and plum, and grape, and apple, 
and 
the snarling cur of the 
orient 
has become the great ;;Tiastiff, and the 
miserable creature of the olden times 
barnyard has become the Devonshire, 
and the Alderney, and the sljc^thorn, 
that the horse, graiider than them all, 
should get no advantage from our sci- 
ence, or our civilization, Or oui* Chris- 
tianity. 
Groomed to the last point of 
soft brilliance, his flowing mane a bil- 
low of beauty, his arched neck in ut- 
most rhythm of curve, let him be liar- 
nèssed in gracèful trappings and then 
driven to the furthest goal of excel- 
lence, and . theii' . fed 
at 
luxuriant 
oat bins, 
and 
blanketed 
in com- 
fortable stall. 
The 
long-tried 
and 
faithfúl servant of the human race de- 
sérves' all kindness, and care, all re- 
ward, all succulent forage and sOft 
litter and paradisiacal pasture field. 
Those farms in Kentucky and in dif- 
ferent parts of the north, where the 
horse is trained to perfection in 
fleet- 
ness and in beauty and in majesty, 
are well set apart. 
There is no more 
virtue in driving slow than în driving 
fast, any more than a freight train go- 
ing ten miles an hour is better than an 
express train going fifty. 


There is a delusion abroad in the 
world that a thing must be necessarily 
good - and Christian, if it is slow and 
dull and plodding. 
There are very 
few good people wlionseem to imagine 
it is humbly pious to drive a spavined, 
vgalled, glandered, spring-halted, blind- 
' staggered jade. 
There is hot so much 
virtue in a -Rosinante as in a Buce- 
phulus. . We 
.want 
swifter 
men, 
and 
swifter 
enterprises, 
and .the 
Church ,of 
God .needs to get off 
its 
jog 
trot. 
Quick, 
tempests, 
quick lig'htnings, quick steams; vvhy 
¿not quick horses? In the time, of war 
the cavalry service does the most exe? 
eütion, and; as the battles of 
the 
world 
are 
probably 
not 
all 
past, 
otir 
Christian 
patriotism 
demands 
tliat we be interested in equinal veloc- 
ity. ' We juight a s . well, ha-ye poorer 
gtins in. our ar/senals. anjd clumsier 
sÉips in our návy yards than other na- 
tions, as tb hâve under our cavalry 
saddles 
and 
before 
our 
parks 
of , artillery 
slower 
horses. 
From 
the 
battle 
of 
Granicus, 
where 
the 
Persian 
horses 
drove 
the 
Macedonian infantry into the river, 
clear down to the horses on which 
Piiilip'Sheridan and Stonewall Jack- 
son rode into the fray, this arm of the 
military service has been recognized. 
Hamilcar, Hannibal, 'Güstávus Adol-. 
phus, Marshal Ney were cavalrymen. 
In this arm of the service 
Charles 
Martel, at the battle of Poitiers, beat 
back the Arab invasion. 
The Cartha- 
génian cavalry, with the loss,of only 
seven hundred .mei^ overthew the Ro- 
wan army with a I0.SS of seventy thou- 
sand. 
In the same way^the 
Span- 
isïi' chivalry drove back the 
Moorish 
hordes. 
The best way to keep peace 
in this country and in all countries is 
to be prepared for war, and there is ño 
success in such a contest unless there 
be 
plenty of light-footed 
chargers. 
Our. Christian patriotism and our in- 
struction from the word of God de- 
mand that first of all we kindly 
treat 
the horse, and then after that, that 
we 
develop 
his 
fleetness 
and 
his 
grandeur and his majesty and strength. 


But what sliall I say of the effort be- 
ing made in ^lis day on .a large scale 
to make, this splendid creature of God, 
this di-v^nely honored being, an instru- 
ment of «atrocious evil? 
I make no 
indiscriminate 
assault 
against 
the 
turf. 
I believe in the turf if it can be 
conducted on 
right 
principles 
and 
with 
no 
betting. 
There 
is 
no 
more 
harm 
in 
offering 
a 
prize 
for the swiftest racer than there is 
harm at an agricultural fair in offer- 
in g a prize to the farmer who has the 
best wheat, or to the fruit-grower who 
has the largest pear, or to the ma- 
chinist who presents the best corn- 
thresher, or in a school offering a 
prize of a copy of Shakspeare to the 
best reader, or in a household giving 
a lump of sugar to the best behaved 
youngster. 
Prizes by all means, re- 
wards by all means. 
That is the way 
God develops the race. 
Rewards for 
all 
kinds 
of 
well-doing. 
Heaven 
itself is called a prize: 
"The prize 
of 
the 
high 
calling 
of 
God 
in 
Christ Jesus." 
So what is right in one 
direction is right in another direction. 
And without the prizes the horse's 
fleetness and beauty and strength will 
never be fully developed. 
If it cost 
SI,000 or $5,000 or §10,000, and the re- 
sult be achieved, it is cheap. 
But the 
sin begins where the betting begin.s, 
for that is gambling, or the effort to 
get that for which you give no equiva- 
lent, and gambling, 
whether on a 
large 
scale 
or 
a 
small 
scale, 
ought 
to 
be 
denounced 
of 
men 
as 
it 
will 
be accursed of God, 
If 
you have won fifty cents or §5,000 as a 
wager, you had better get rid of it. 
Get rid of it right away. 
Give it to 
some ore who lost in a bet, or give it to 
some great reformatory institution, or 
if you do not like that, go down to the 
river and pitch it off the docks. 
You 
can not afford to keep it. 
II will burn 
a hole in your purse; i»^. will burn a 
hole in your estate, and you will lo.se 
all that, perliaps ten thou-sand times 
more—perhaps you will lo.se all. Gam- 
bling blasts a man or it blasts his 
children. 
Generally both and all. 


What a spectacle when at Saratoga, 
or at Long Branch, or at Brighton 
Beach, or at Slieepshead 
Bay, 
the 
horses start, and in a flash fifty thou- 
sand dollars or one hundred thousand 
dollars 
change 
handsl 
Multitudes 


ruined by lo.siiiy the bet, others wor.se 
mined \>y'iaininj'- the bet; for if a man 
ipse in a bet at a horse racc, he may be 
.distiouraged and quit, but if lie win the 
'bet he, is verv apt to .go straight on to 
hell' 


An intimate friend, a journalist, who 
in the line of his profession investi- 
gated this evil, tells me tliat there are 
three different kinds of betting 
at 
horseraces, aTid they are about equally 
leprous; by "auction pools," by "French 
mutuals," by what is called "bookmak- 
ing"—all gambliui,"-, all bad, all rotten 
with iniquity. 
There is one word that 
needs to be written on the bvow of every 
pool seller as he sits deducting his 
three or five per cent., and slyly "ring- 
ing up" more tickets than were sold on 
the winning horse—a word to be writ- 
ten also on the brow of every book- 
keeper who 
at 
extra 
inducement 
scratches a horse off of the race, and 
on the bro,w of every jockey 
who 
slackens 
pace 
that, 
according 
to 
agreement, another 
may 
win. 
and 
written 
over 
everj' judge's 
stand, 
and 
written 
on 
every 
board 
of 
the 
surrounding 
fences. 
That 
word is, 
"swindle!" 
Yet 
thousands 
bet. 
Lawyers bet. 
judges of 
courts 
bet. 
Members of tlie legislature bet. 
Members of congress bet. 
Professors 
of religion bet. 
Teachers and super- 
intendents of Sunday-schools, 
I am 
told, bet. Ladies bet, not directly, but 
through 
agents. 
Yesterday, 
and 
every day they bet, thej^ gain, they 
lose, 
and 
this 
summer, 
while 
the 
parasols 
swing 
and 
the 
hands 
clap and 
the huzzas deafen, 
there will be a multitude 
of people 
cajoled, and deceived, and 
cheated, 
who will at 
the races go neck and 
"neck, neck and neck to perdition. Cul- 
tivate the horse, by all means, drive 
him as fast as you desire, provided 
you do not injure him or 
endanger 
yourself or others; but be careful and 
do not harness the horse to the chariot 
of sin. 
Do not throw your jewels of 
mortality under the flying hoof. 
D.o 
not under the pretext of improving 
the horse destroy a man. 
Do not 
have your name put down in 
the 
ever-increasing 
catalogue 
of 
those 
who are ruined for both worlds^ by the 
dissipations of 
the 
American 
race 
course. 
They say that an honest race 
course is a "straight" track, and that 
a dishonest race course is a "crooked" 
track—that is the parlance abroad; 
but I téli you that every race track, 
surrounded by betting men and betting 
women, and 
betting customs, 
is 
a 
straight 
track—I 
mean 
straight 
down! Christ asked in one of His Gos- 
pels, 
"Is not a man better than a 
sheep?" I say, ' yes, and he is better 
than all the steeds that with lathered 
flanks ever shot around the ring at a 
race course. 
That is a very poor job 
by which a man, in order to get a horse 
to come out a full length ahead of 
some other racer, so lames his own 
morals 
that 
he comes out a whole 
length behind in the race set before 
him. 


Do you not realize the fact that there 
is a mighty effort cn all sides to-day 
to get money without 
earning 
it? 
That is the curse of all thè cities; it is 
the curse of America—the effort to get 
money without earning it, and 
as 
other forms of stealing are not respec- 
table, they go into these gambling 
pijactices. 
I preach this sermon on 
square, old-fashioned honesty. 
I have 
said nbthing against the horse; I have 
said .nothing against the turf. 
I have 
.said everything, against their prostitu- 
tion. Young men, you go into straight- 
forvpard industries and you will have 
better live hood, and you will have 
larger permanent success than you 
can ever get by a wager; but you get 
4n with some of the 
whisky, 
rum- 
blotchèd crew which I see going dovvn 
on the boulevards, though I never bet, 
I will risk this wager, flve million to 
nothing, you will be debauched and 
damned. 
Cultivate the 
horse, 
own 
him if you can afford to own him, 
test all the speed he has, if he have 
any speed in 
him; but be 
careful 
which'way you drive. 
You can not al- 
ways tell 
what 
direction 
a 
man 
is driving 
in 
by 
the 
way 
his 
horses 
head. 
In 
my 
boyhood 
we 
rode three miles every Sabbath morn- 
ing to the country church. 
We were 
drawn by two fine horses. 
My father 
drove. 
He knew them, and they knew 
him. 
They were friends. 
Sometimes 
they loved to go rapidly, and he did 
not interfere with their 'happiness. 
He had 
all 
of 
us 
in 
the 
wagon 
with him. 
He drove to 
the coun- 
try 
church. 
^ The 
fact 
is 
that 
for 
eighty-two years 
he 
drove 
in 
the same direction. 
The roan span 
that I 
speak of was long ago un- 
hitched, and the driver put up his 
whip in the wagon, house, never again 
to take it down; but in tho.se good old 
times I learned something that I never 
forgot: that a man may admire a horse 
and love a horse, and be proud of a 
horse, and. not always be willing to 
take the'dust of the preceding vehicle, 
and yet be a Christian, an 
earnest 
Christian, an humble Christian, a con- 
secrated Christian, useful until 
the 
last, so that at his death the church of 
God cries out as Elisha exclaimed when 
Elijah went up with galloping horses 
of fire: "My Father, my Father, the 
chariots of Israel and the horsemen 
thereof!"

It is not only charity that begins at 
home.

It seems more

among those who live closely with us 
in the home or in the shop. 
lUit until 
the home reputation in tliese graces of 
character sustains the society reputa- 
tion, one has not progressed very far 
in all that goes to make the man or the 
gentleman.

We are contending against 
it in every way we can. 
I will never 
confirm any boy or girl before they 
have taken a pledge never to touch 
any alcoholic drink before twenty-one 
years,.of 
age." 
The archbishop pro- 
ceeds to saj' that he thinks the situa- 
tion has greatly improved in respect 
to intemperance during the past fifty 
years. 


Jews Drlnlc I.lttle. 


The New York Post calls sttention 
to the marked difference betvvten the 
strikes of the various branches of the 
clothing trades, in which over forty 
thousand men and women have been 
engaged, and other great strikias, in 
the 
consumption 
of 
intoxicating 
liquors. 
Host of the clothiers are Rus- 
sian Jews, who are habitual abstain- 
ers, and have not as a rule resorted to 
any stronger drinks than soda water 
and lemonode in the stress and tempta- 
tions of the strike; hence universal 
peacefulness 
has prevailed 
among 
them. 


Law As:alu«t Eiuplojmiiiit of UrlnUera. 


V It is no uncommon thing to hear of 
various business houses, railroad com- 
panies, etc., passing a law forbidding 
the employes to partake of any form of 
alcoholic beverages, but in Michigan 
the state itself, through its legisla- 
ture, has passed a law fixing a heavy 
penalty upon railroad companies for 
the eiiiplpyment of persons addicted to 
the use of intoxicants, which should 
be more far reaching than the order of 
any individual concern. 


Inebriety in £Di;land. 


Some interesting facts appear in the 
fifteenth 
annual report of the British 
inspector of retreats licen.sed 
under 
the inebriate act. 
Of 377 patients dis- 
charged since the opening of the Dal- 
rymple home, 83 had been college-bred, 
248 had a "good" education, 2.5 fairly 
good, and 21 elementary. 
"Where 
ignorance is bliss," etc. 
As regards 
marriage the ijgurcs are also striking. 
The married patients numbered 203, 
the single l.'iS, and the widowed 19.

The 
expenditure of 
England 
for 
drinks is estimated at 5>yoo,000,000 a 
year.

We Are Saved by Our Aitplrationg, Not by 
Freetiom frotu Teiiiptntlun. 


It is often easier to be patient with 
others than with ourselves. 
We are so 
fully awake to our own weakne>ses, 
we have so often been overcome by 
them, we have so often repented and 
registered new resolutions, that when 
we succumb we lose all patience and 
begin to feel a dangerous kind of con- 
tempt for ourselves; dangerous because 
accompanied 
with a feeling of 
dis- 
couragement, and discouragement is 
always a perilous mood. 
The man who 
loses faith in himself is ripe for moral 
disaster. 
One who has weaknesses of 
character must fasten his eyes on the 
end to which he strives, and base his 
faith on God himself. 
No lesser faith 
will bear the strain. 
Weakness in- 
volves constant possibility of giving 
way at 
some point, 
and there 
is 
no 
absolute safety until 
the 
will 
has been braced to the degree which 
makes it not only uniformly iitrong, but 
dominant. 
Temptations 
recur, 
sins 
become besetting, for physiological as 
well 
as 
psychological reasons. 
To 
break any law of the body or of the 
soul is not only to weaken the will 
but to work definite 
spiritual and 
physical changes. Soul and body tend 
to move along fixed highways, and a 
sin repeated makes a path into which 
the feet are constantly 
tempted 
to 
turn. 
Every 
transgression leaves a 
physical as well as a spiritual registry 
of itself. 
The man who has begun to 
take stimulants finds him.self turning 
more frequently into that path; the 
man who has broken the law of purity 
discovers lhat the solicitations of the 
senses 
become 
more seductive; the 
man who permits himself any kind of 
untrutlifulness awakes to the fact.that 
truthfulness 
grows 
steadily 
more 
difiicult to him; 
the irritable 
man 
learns, 
to 
his 
sorrow, 
that 
his 
occasional mood tends to become con- 
stant and dominant. 
To break a bad 
habit or overcome à weakness means, 
therefore, breaking a new path and 
resisting a well-defined movement of 
the whole nature. 
It is supremely dif- 
ficult to reverse the moral nature when 
it is moving along a track which it has 
made for itself; it means 
stubborn 
fighting, frequent defeat, moods of dis- 
couragement whicli are dangerous be- 
cause they tempt one to give up the 
struggle. 
But the test of entire hon- 
esty, of genuine repentance for past 
offenses, is precisely this task impo'^éd 
upon the will; the severity of 
this 
strugglcisakind of reparation as truly 
as it is a redemption. 
If defeat some- 
times befalls a man it is not 
final 
unless 
he 
chooses 
to 
make 
it 
so; 
in 
many 
cases 
defeat 
is 
a 
preparation 
for victory; 
men 
learn 
to overcome throiigh defeat, as Peter 
the Great learned the art of war at 
the hands of his victorious enemies. 
In the struggle with ourselves the 
great thing ;is never to accept defeat; 
the man who staggers to his feet after 
hé has been thrown down and pushes 
on in weakness and sorrow is on the 
way to self-conquest. 
Redemption is 
the sovereign process in this life, and 
it is powerful enough to save every 
man who shares iû it. 
God will not 
suffer him to finally fail who hates 
evil even when it overcomes, and who 
struggles on in frequent defeat. 
We 
are saved by our aspirations, not by 
our freedom from temptations; for real 
aspiration does not stop short of per- 
sonal righteousness.—Outlook.

tion. 
Probably if we had the full story 
of this sin of Ananias we should 
find 
that this temptation of getting put)lio 
credit for generosity, while in reality 
he did not give what he professed to, 
come before his mind as an idea which 
he barely entertained, but did not de- 
cisively repudiate. 
Then it returned 
and he half welcomed it. 
He found 
pleasure iu the notion that he could 
gain so great a reputation for gener- 
osity at a so small a cost. 
From that 
it was but a step to con.senting to the 
hideous deception. 
As soon as we be- 
gin to find pleasure in the thought of 
evil we are on exceedingly dangerous 
ground. 


We can not 
Vtrholly prevent 
evil 
thouglits from coming to our minds, 
though much more may be done in 
that way than is commonh' .supposed, 
but we can at once repudiate them. 
As it has been said, we can not pre- 
vent the birds fi^m fl.ying over our 
heads, but we can prevent their mak- 
ing their nests in our hair. It does not 
need a great deal of encouragement 
for the evil thought to return. A slight 
wish that we could take this pleas- 
ure or reap this profit is enough, and, 
before we are awake, the evil thought 
lias besT un to rule in the inner places 
of the soul's life. 


The moral blindness which comes 
over the soul when desire has fastened 
upon the evil thought is one of the 
most curious and tragic features of 
spiritual liistory. 
Doubtless Ananias 
did not at first dream that he could be 
guilty of this evil deed, but the thouglit, 
welcomed 
and 
nourished 
by 
his 
wishes, 
obscured 
the 
real 
nature 
of 
the 
transaction. 
He 
ceased 
to 
see 
or 
think 
clearly 
after 
that 
We sometimes 
think 
of 
men 
like 
Ananias as exceptional sinners, but 
the same process of tampering with 
sin will pervert the judgment and con- 
trol tiie will of anyone of us. 
Ananias 
is exceptional in that his sin came 
speedily to judgment, and not in the 
nature of his evil deed. 


The lesson that this topic suggests 
is one that reaches to the inner re- 
cesses of the moral life. 
Young Chris- 
tians are often in peculiar peril from 
tJieir failure to see that the enemy of 
their souls has gained a substantial 
victory when he has led them in secret 
to indulge in evil 
thoughts. 
Men 
think that they can stop the fruition 
of evil at any stage of the process; 
but, according to Jesus, the disposi- 
tion to welcome an evil desire is so 
close to the evil deed that in assign- 
ing penalties for sii'» He does not dis- 
tingui.sh between the desire and the 
outward act.—N. Y. Watchman.

They burst into loud exclamations of 
delight and welcome. The artist alone 
could detect the ereat picture in its 
sordid surroundings, but even the care- 
less passer-by recognized it when prop- 
erly framed and hung.

For the benefit of such read- 
ers as are unacquainted with confetti 
I may describe them as tiny paper wa- 
fers, principally gold and silver, with a 
few colored ones intermixed by way of 
adding to the effect. The progress of

ver—^surely as good an omen for her 
future prosperity as could possibly be 
afforded by the prosaic grains of rice.

come before the voters of two gren 
states at the elections next month. The 
New York legislature, at its session las 
spring, passed a joint resolution layer 
ing a constitutional amendment ex 
tending f qual suffrage rights to women 
This resolution will go before the leg's 
isture to be chosen next month. 1 
passed again, it will then be submitte 
to the legal voters of the state for ap 
proval or rejection. So the compOEiticn 
of the next legislature is a matter 
vital interest to the advocates of wo 
man suffrage in that big state. The 
are working zealously to influence th 
selection of candidates favorable I 
their views on this subject 


In Massachusetts the question wil

And not onl 
will male voters express an opinion 
but female voters will exprts; an opin 
ion also, and if an adverse majority i 
given it will be impossible to say, when 
the election is over, that the verdic 
has no force because those most keen!

He was a member of 
the original volunteer fire department 
of Fort Wayne and being one of the 
two tallest men in the company used 
to march at the head of the procession 
upon all public occasions carrying that 
wooden axe. 


" 'The outfit of the old fire company,' 


said Mr. Lillie in answer to a question 
of how he came to obtain possession ol 
the axe, 'was given to an orphan asy- 


lum. 
It wai displayed among other 


relics of the early days of the town. A 
friend of mine who also used to belong 
to the old department told me to take 
the axe along.1

Carpenter in his "Six Mouths In the 
White House," "When any church will 
inscribe over its altar as its sole qualifi- 
cation for membership the Saviour's con- 
densed statement of both law and gos- 
pel, 'Thon sbalt love the Lord thy God 
with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, 
and with all thj mind, and thy neighbor 
as thyself,' that church will I join with 
all my heart and soul.'' 


Four presidents of the United States 


have been members of the Unitarian 
chnrch—both the Adamses, 
Thomas 


Jefferson and Millard Fillmorc. Many 
United States senators, judges and lit- 
erary men have also been of its mem- 
bership. Holmes, Lowell-, Bryant and 
Curtis were shining Unitarians. 


It was 150 years ago that Uuitarianism 


began in New England, during the re- 
vival conducted by Jonathan Edwards 
and George Wbitefield and known as the

We have recently had lonff columns 


of intelligence from the _race course, 
and multitudes flocked to the water- 
ing places to witness equine competi- 
tion, and there is lively discussion in 
all households about the right and 
wrong of such exhibitions of mettle 
and speed, and when there \f& heresy 
abroad that the cultivation Qf. a horse's 
fleetness is an iniquity initead of u 
commendable virtue—at such a time a 
eermon is demanded of every minister 
\vho would like to 
defend public 


morals on the one hand, and who is 
not willing to see an unrighteous 
abridgement of innocent amusement 
on the other. In this '.discussion I 
shall follow no sermonic precedent, 
but will give independently what I 
consider the Christian and common 
ficnse view of this potent, all-absorb- 
ing and agitating question of the turf. 


There needs to be a redistribution of 


coronets among the brute creation. 
For ages the lion has been .called the 
king of beasts. I knock off its coronet 
and put the crown upon the horse, in 
every way nobler, whether in shupc, 
or spirit, or sagacity, or Iri't'elligetice, 
or affection, or usefulness. He is semi- 
human, and knows bow to reason on 
a small scale. The centaur • of olden 
times, part horse and part man, seems 
to be a suggestion of the fact-thai the 
horse is something more than a beast 
Job In my text sets forth his strength, 
his beauty, his majesty, the p.-inting of 
his nostril, the pawing of his hoof, and 
his enthusiasm for the battle. What 
Eosa Bonheur did for the cattle, and 
what Landseer did for" the. dog, 
Job with 
mightier 
pencil 
does 


lor the horse. 
Eighty-eight times

and into every triumph.' It is very 
evident that Job, and David, and 
Isaiah, and Ezekiel, and Jeremiah and 
John were fond of- tne':'horse; • He 
comes into much of their imagery, A 
red harse—that meant war.

I should not wander if-; the horse, so 
banged, and bruised, and beaten, and 
outraged on earth; sUou'ldJBiave some, 
other place where'h.is-wrongs shall be 
righted. I do not assert it, but I say 
I should not be surprised if, after all, 
St. John's descriptions of the horses 
in Heaven turned oufe;.np_t. altogether 
to be figurative, but somewhat literal. 


As the Bible makes a faydrite of the 


horse, the patriarch, fcnS'lb'e-' prophet, 
and the evangelist, 'null the apostle

lifting his exquisitely formed hoof, 
and listening with a thrill to the 
champ of his bit, so all great .natures 
in all ages have spoken-of htm in en- 
comiastic terras. Virgil in his Geor- 
gics almost seems to* plagiarize from 
this description in thcrtexlj:so much 
are the descrlptiouvsa'-Hk*—the' de-' 
scription of Virgil and the .description 
of Job. The duke of ^yeljinyton would 
not allow any one. irreverently to 
touch his

horse Copen- 


hagen,

fifteen hoars without .^.(Usmoanting

him prance, or so shoes him that his 
fetlocks drop blood, or puts a collar on 
a raw net-k, or iiiinecossary clutches 
his tongue with a Uvisled bit, or cuts 
off liis hair until he lias no defense 
against the cold, or unmercifully ab- 
breviates the natural defense against 
inscctile annoyance—that such a man 
ys that hiiiihelf ought to be made to 
pull and let his horse riilo!

eients into the very poetry of peur, and 
peach, and plum, and grape, and apple, 
and the snarling ('nr of the orient 
has become the great mastiit. and the 
miserable creature of the olden times 
barnyard has become the Devonshire, 
and the Alderney, and the shorthorn, 
that the horse, grander than them all, 
should get no advantage from our sci- 
ence, or our civilization, or our Chris- 
tianity, (iroomed to the lust point of 
soft brilliance, his flowing mum' a bil- 
low of beauty, his arched neck in ut- 
most rh.ytlim of curve, let him be har- 
nessed in graceful trappings ami then 
driven to the furthest goal of excel- 
lence, and theu fed at 
luxuriant 


oat bins, and 
blanketed 
in com- 


fortable stall. The 
long-tried and 


faithful servant of the human race de- 
serves all kindness, and care, all re- 
ward, all succulent forage and soft 
litter and paradisiacal pasture field. 
Those farms in Kentucky and in dif- 
ferent parts of the north, where the 
horse is trained to perfection in fleet- 
ness and in beauty and in majesty, 
are well set apart. There is no more 
virtue in driving slow than in driving 
fast, any more than a freight train go- 
ing ten miles an hour is better than an 
express train going fifty, 


There is a delusion abroad in the 


world that a thing must be necessarily 
good and Christian if it is slow and 
dull and plodding. There are very 
few good people who»seem to imagine 
it, is humbly pious to drive a spavined, 
galled, glandered, spring-halted, blind- 
staggered jade. There is not so much 
virtue in a Rosinante as in a Bucc- 
phulus. 
We want 
swifter 
men, 


and 
swifter 
enterprises, 
and the 


Church of 
God needs to get off 


its 
jog 
trot. 
Quick 
tempests, 


quick lightnings, quick steams; why 
not quick horses? In the time of war 
the cavalry service does the most exe- 
cution, and as the battles of tho 
world are probably not all past, 
our 
Christian 
patriotism demands 


that we be interested in equinal veloc- 
ity. 
We might as well have poorer 


guns in our arsenals and clumsier 
sl>lps in our navy yards than other na- 
tions, as to have under our cavalry 
saddles 
and 
before 
our 
parks 


of 
artillery 
slower 
horses. From 


the 
battle 
of 
Granicus, 
where 


tho 
Persian 
horses 
drove 
the 


Macedonian infantry into the river, 
clear down to the horses on which 
Philip-'yheridan and Stonewall Jack- 
son rode into the fray, this arm of the 
military service has been recognized, 
Hamilcar, Hannibal, Gustavus Adol- 
phus, Marshal Ney were cavalrymen. 
In this arm of the service Charles 
Cartel, at the battle of Poitiers, beat 
back the Arab invasion. The Cartha- 
genian cavalry, with the losspf only 
seven hundred men, overthew the Ro- 
man army with a loss of seventy thou- 
sand. 
In the same way the Span- 


ish chivalry drove back the Moorish 
hordes. The best way to keep peace 
iii this country a-nd in all countries is 
to be prepared for war, and there is no 
success in such a contest unless there 
be 
plenty of light-footed chargers. 


Our Christian patriotism and our in- 
struction from the word of God de- 
mand that first of all we kindly treat 
the horse, and then after that, that 
we develop his 
neetness and his 


grandeur and his majesty and strength. 


But what shall I say of the effort he- 


ing made in this day on a large scale 
to make this splendid creature of God, 
this diVinely honored being, an instru- 
ment of'atrocious evil? I make no 
indiscriminate 
assault against the 


turf. I believe in the turf if it can be 
conducted ou right principles and 
with

betting. 
There 
is

harm 
in 
offering a 
prize 


for the swiftest racer than there is 
harm at an agricultural fair In offer- 
in g a prize to the farmer who has the 
best wheat, or to the fruit-grower who 
has the largest pear, or to the ma- 
chinist who presents the best corn- 
thresher, or in a school offering a 
prize of a copy of Shakspeare to the 
best reader, or in a household giving 
a lump of sngar to the best behaved 
youngster. Prizes by all means, re- 
wards by all means. That is the way 
God develops the race. Rewards for 
all 
kinds of well-doing. 
Heaven 


itself is called a prize: 
"The prize 


of 
the 
high 
calling of 
God in 


Christ Jesus." So what is right in one 
direction is right in another direction. 
And without the prizes tho horse's 
fleetncss and beaxity and strength will 
never be fully developed. If it cost 
81,000 or $5,000 or 810,000, and the re- 
sult be achieved, it is cheap. But the 
siu begins where the betting begins, 
for that is gambling, or the effort tp 
get that for which you give no equiva- 
lent, and gambling, whether on a

scale, 


ought 
to

denounced of men 


as it will 
be accursed of God. If 


you have won fifty cents or $5,000 as a 
wager, yo;i had better get rid of it. 
Get rid of it right away. Give it to 
some cue who lost in a bet, or give it to 
some great reformatory Institution, or 
if you do not like that, go down to tbe 
river and pitch it off the .docks. You 
can not afford to keep it. It will burn 
a hole in .your purse; tt will burn a 
hole in your estate, and you will lose 
all that, perhaps ten thousand times 
more—perhaps you will lose all.

with iniquity. There is one word that 
needs to be written on the brow of every 
pool seller as he sits deducting his 
three or five per cent., and slyly "ring- 
ing up" more tickets than were sold on 
the winning horse—a word to be writ- 
ten also on the brow of every book- 
keeper who at

scratches a horse off of the race, and 
on tlie bro,w of every jockey who 
slackens 
pare 
that, according to 


agreement, another may win, and 
written over every judge's 
stand, 


and 
written on 
every board 
of

surrounding 
fences. 
That 


word is, "swindle!" YeL thousands 
bet. Lawyers bet. judges of courts 
bet. 
Members of the legislature lift. 


Members of congress bt-t. 
Professors 


of religion bet. 
Teachers and super- 


intendents of Sunday-schools, I am 
told, bet. Ladies bet, not directly, but 
through 
agents. 
Yesterday, 
and 


every day they bet, they gain, they 
lose, 
and 
this 
summer, 
while 


the 
parasoh 
swing 
and 
the 


hands clap and the huzzas deafen, 
there will be a, multitude of people 
cajoled, and deceived, and cheated, 
who will at the races go neck and 
'neck, neck and neck to perdition. Cul- 
tivate the horse, by all means, drive 
him as fust as you desire, provided 
you do not injure him or endanger 
yourself or others; but be careful and 
do not harness the horse to tlie chariot 
of sin. Do not throw your jewels of 
mortality under the flying hoof. l),o 
not under the pretext of improving 
the horse destroy a man.

who are ruined for both worlds by tho 
dissipations of 
the 
America'p race 


course. They say that an honest race 
course is a "strain-lit" track, and that 
a dishonest race course is a "crooked" 
track—that is tlie parlance abroad; 
but I tell you that every race track, 
surrounded by betting men and betting 
women, and betting customs, is a 
straight 
track—I 
mean 
straight 


down! Christ asked in one of His Gos- 
pels. "Is not a man better than a 
sheep?" I say, yes, and he is better 
than all the steeds that with lathered 
flanks ever shot around the ring at a 
race course. That is a very poor job 
by which a man, in order to get a horse 
to come out a full length ahead of 
some other racer, so lames his own 
morals that he comes out a whole 
length behind in the race set before 
him. 


Do you not realize the fact that there 


is a mighty effort en all sides to-day 
to get money without earning it? 
That is the curse of all the cities; it is 
the curse of America—the effort to get 
money without earning it, and as 
other forms of stealing are not respec- 
table, they go into these gambling 
practices. I preach this sermon ori 
square, old-fashioned honest}'. I have 
said nothing against the horse; I have 
said .nothing against the turt. I have 
said everything against their prostitu- 
tion. Young men, you go into straight- 
forward industries and you will have 
better live hood, and you will have 
larger permanent success than you 
can ever get by a wager; but you get 
in with some of the whisky, rum- 
blotched crew which I see going down 
on the boulevards, though I never bet, 
I will risk this wager, five million to 
nothing, you will be debauched and 
damned. Cultivate the horse, own 
him if you can afford to own him, 
test all tho speed he has, if he have 
any speed in 
him; but be careful

head. In my boyhood we 


rode three miles every Sabbath morn- 
ing to tho couutry church. We were 
drawn by two fine horses. My father 
drove.

not interfere with their "happiness. 
He had 
all of us in tho wagon

The roan span 
that I speak of was long ago un- 
hitched, and the driver put up his 
whip in the wagon house, neper again 
to take it down; but in those good old 
times I learned something that I never 
forgot: that a man may admire a horse 
and love a horse, and be proud of a 
horse, and not always be willing to 
take the dust of the preceding vehicle, 
and yet be a Christian, an earnest 
Christian, an humble Christian, a con- 
secrated Christian, useful until the 
last, so that at his death the church of 
God cries out as Elisha exclaimed when 
Elijah went up witii galloping horses 
of fire: "My Father, my Father, the 
chariots of Israel and the horsemen 
thereof!"

It is often easier to be patient with 


others than with ourselves. We are so 
fully awake to our own weakui-.-ses, 
we have so often been overcome- by 
them, we have so often repented anil 
registered new resolutions, that when 
we succumb we lose all patience-and 
be^iu to feel a dangerous kind of con- 
tempt for ourselves; dangerous because 
accompanied with a feeling of dis- 
couragement, and discouragement is 
always a perilous mood. The mail who 
loses faith in himself is ripe for moral 
disaster. 
One who lias weaknesses of 


character must fasten his eyes on the 
end to which he strives, and base his 
faith ou (rod himself. 
No lessi-r faith 


will bear the strain. Weakness in- 
volves constant possibility of giving 
way at 
some point, and there is 


no absolute safety until 
the 
will 


lias been braced to the degree which 
makes it not only uniformly strong, but 
dominant. 
Temptations recur, sins 


become besetting, for physiological as 
well as 
psychological reasons. 
To 


break any law of the body or of the 
soul is not only to weaken the will 
but to work definite 
spiritual and 


physical changes. Soul ami body tend 
to move along fixed highways, and a 
sin repeated makes a path into which 
the feet, are constantly tempted to 
turn. Every transgression leaves a 
physical as well as a spiritual registry 
of itself. The man who has begun to 
take stimulants finds himself turning 
more frequently into that path; the 
man who has broken the law of purity 
discovers that the solicitations of the 
senses 
become more seductive: the 


man who permits himself any kind of 
untruthfulness awakes to the fact that 
truthfulness 
grows 
steadily more 


difficult to him; tlie irritable man 
learns, 
to 
his 
sorrow, that 
his 


occasional mood tends to become con- 
stant and dominant. To break a bad 
habit or overcome a weakness means, 
there-fore, breaking it new path and 
resisting a well-clelincd movement of 
the whole nature. It is supremely dif- 
ficult to reverse the moral nature when 
it is moving along a track which it has 
made for itself; it means stubborn 
lighting, frequent, defeat, moods of dis- 
couragement which arc dangerous be- 
cause they tempt one to give up the 
struggle. Hut the test of entire hon- 
esty, of genuine repentance for past 
olYc'iise.s, is precisely this task imposed 
upon the will; tho severity of this 
struggle is a kind of reparation as truly 
as it is n redemption. If defeat some- 
times befalls a man it is not final 
unless 
he 
chooses 
to 
make 
it 


bo; 
in 
many cases 
defeat 
is 
a 


preparation for victory; men learn 
lo overcome through defeat, as 1'eter 
the Clreat learned the art of war at 
the hands of his victorious enemies. 
In the struggle with ourselves the 
great thing :is never to accept defeat; 
the man who staggers to his feet after 
lie has been thrown down anil pushes 
on in weakness ami sorrow is ou the 
way lo self-conquest. Redemption is 
the sovereign proiess in this life, and 
it is powerful enough to savo every 
man who shares in it. Uod will not 
suffer him to finally fail who bates 
evil even when it overcomes, um! who 
struggles on in frequent defeat. We 
are saved by our aspirations, not by 
our freedom from temptations; for real 
aspiration docs not stop short of per- 
sonal righteousness.—Outlook.

ground. 


We cart not 
wholly prevent evil 


thoughts from coining to onr minds, 
though much more may be done in 
that way than is commonly .supposed, 
but we eau at once repudiate them. 
As it bas been said, we can not pre- 
vent the birds frbm tl.viug over out- 
heads, but we can prevent their mak- 
ing their nests in our hair. It docs not 
need a great deal of encouragement 
forthecvil thought to return. Aslight 
wish that we could take this pleas- 
ure or reap this profit is enough, iintl, 
before we are awake, the evil thought 
has begun to rule in the inner places 
of the soul's life. 


The moral blindness which comes 


over the soul when desire has- fastened 
upon the evil thought is one of the 
most curious and tragic features of 
spiritual history. 
Doubtless Ananias 


did not at flrst dream that he could be 
guilty of this evil deed, but the thought, 
welcomed 
and 
nourished 
by 
his 


wishes, obscured 
the 
real 
nature 


of 
the transaction. He ceased to 


sec 
or 
think 
clearly 
after that 


U'e sometimes think of men 
like 


Ananias as exceptional sinners, but 
the same process of tampering with 
sin will pervert the judgment and con- 
trol the will of anyone of us. Ananias 
is exceptional in that his sin came 
speedily to judgment, and not in the 
nature of his evil deed. 


The lesson that this topic suggests 


is one that reaches to the inner re- 
cesses of the moral life. 
Young Chris- 


tians are often in peculiar peril from 
their failure to see that the enemy of 
their souls has gained a substantial 
victory when he has led them in secret 
to indulge in evil thoughts. 
Men 


think that they can stop the fruition 
of evil ut any stage of the process; 
but, 
according to Jesus, the disposi- 


tion to welcome an evil desire is so 
close lo the evil deed thnt in assign- 
ing pen.iHics for sin lie docs not dis- 
linguis.i between the desire and the 
outwaid act—N. Y. Watchman.

floito beneficence in revealing that uni- 
versal and loving providence in which 
everyone who will "seek first the King- 
dom of God" can find sure refuge from 
the dread and the worry.
